While at this stage of the season every game is 
crucial, some take on extra precedence over others. 
Tonight's game is one those, with both Parramatta and 
South Melbourne requiring a win to stay in with a 
chance of making the finals. 

A loss for either side will make it virtually impossible for them too reach the finals, even 
though they both still have a game in hand of current sixth placed team, Carlton. 

Neither side can be considered negative with its play on the field, so for those who do 
come along tonight, could witness an action packed encounter. 

We talk to Power striker Joel Griffiths about tonight's match. 

PowerPlay (PP) - Itis a crucial game for both teams. How do you see the game panning out? 
Joel (JG) - tis hard to say. Both teams like to play the ball around and have a go, which 
would tend to indicate a fast and open game will be on show. But with so much at stake, 
neither side will be keen to allow an early goal against them, so the first ten minutes or so 
will probably be tight. Invariably if one side does get an early goal than the game will change significantly and you can 
expect to see it open up. 

PP - Last weekend's loss to Sydney United again saw the inconsistency in the sides results. Why do you think this is 
happening? 

JG - It's hard to explain. Itis not as if we were not up for it. | think if you looked at the game we dominated in almost every 
aspect except where it counts - on the scoreboard. We couldn't believe it when they scored with just a minute to go. | 
don’t want to make excuses, but because of what happened in the off season, whenever we have played them this 
season, they have invariably lifted another notch or two, especially at their home ground. But in saying that we had 
enough opportunities to be in front, and the longer we failed score, the more they grew in confidence and knew they 
might be able to get a goal on the break, which they did. This is not the first time this season, this has happened to us and 
it could well cost us at the end of the season. 

PP - Do you think we still have a chance of making the finals? 

JG - If we get the three points tonight, yes | do. If we don’t, | think it will be too difficult. It would be like playing a Grand 
Final virtually every weekend. A lot will depend on results going our way, but the simple thing is, we have to win and then 
keep winning. We have the ability and have played well under pressure in some recent games and come through with 
flying colours. With many teams challenging for a finals spot, playing one another it is vital that we get all three points 
against those teams and hope they can keep taking points of each other. 

PP - South are defending champions but have struggled this year. Is there any reason you can see for this? 

JG - | think the trip to Brazil has probably contributed mostly towards that. However that was over two months ago now 
and they are still not getting the results you would expect. They are still a very good side and have some great players. 
You don’t get many better players in the league than Paul Trimboli, although Michael Curcija’s absence hurts them up 
front. But then again both teams have two players in the Olyroos squad, so it evens itself out. They would also be playing 
under the weight of heavy expectation and that sometimes can get the better of you. | mean they have hardly missed a 
finals series in the past decade, are back-to-back champions and suddenly they are not where everyone expects them 
to be. | suppose the two teams are similar in ways, although Parramatta hasn't got the tradition South Melbourne has. In 
saying that though, if we are positive and committed, I've got no doubts we can get the three points tonight.

Parramatta Power revived its finals hopes after recording a good 2-0 win over 
Carlton at Parramatta Stadium 

Aided by Parramatta’s newest team member - Captain Power - the players 
responded with an encouraging display, to dominate a disappointing Carlton side. 
Despite missing five first team squad regulars, Power played with a confidence 
that had coach David Mitchell, beaming after the match 

“We had a few key players out tonight but it shows the depth in the squad, that 
the players who stepped in, can come in and perform like they did.” 

Parramatta started the game, seven points behind Carlton, who were sitting in 
sixth spot on the table. However the victory now sees the gap closed to four 
points and with a game in hand of Carlton, the Power's hopes of a dream finals 
berth in its inaugural season, are still on track. 

Parramatta started strongly enough with John Gibson having two excellent 
opportunities in the opening 20 minutes. He wasted the first chance with a weakly struck shot after initially making a 
run from halfway and then his second effort rebound off the post after he exchanged passes with Walter Ardone 
Mile Sterjovski also had a great chance but was denied by the feet of Carlton keeper Dean Anastasiadis. 

The only real scare for the Power came when Steve Eagleton was forced to clear off the line from Alex Moriera’s 
header. 

Despite a 0-0 scoreline at the break, the home fans were confident their team could go on with. They did not have to 
wait long in the second half - 50 seconds in fact - before they could start celebrating a goal, when Joel Griffiths 
pounced on a poor Carlton pass - racing into the box and crossing to Sterjovski - who volleyed home first time for his 
10th goal of the season. 

With Carlton showing more urgency, they had Power under some pressure and with 15 minutes remaining, came the 
definitive moment of the match. 

Ange Motsiopoulos looked like he was going to score for Carlton but saw his shot cleared off the line by Milan 
Blagojevic (pictured). The ball progressed forward and up the park where Ardone, Sterjovski (twice) and Blagojevic 
(who somehow got himself upfield) all combined to give Danny Townsend the easiest of tap ins. 

Sterjovski the architect of the goal, was hurt in the process after Anastasiadis had clattered into him, attempting to 
smother his shot 

The game was as good as over at that stage, as the Power players closed up shop and held on for a well deserved 
win 

Another highlight of the match was the brilliant return of Milan Blagojevic, after nearly two months on the sidelines - 
receiving man-of-the-match honours after the game 

The only sour note was a nasty injury to midfielder Steve Berry, who needed seven stitches under his eye after 
clashing with Carlton skipper Andrew Marth.
